We  give  you  ten  days  to  examine  and  test 
our  com  and  other  seeds.  We  demand  money  with  order,  but  we  give  every  buyer  the 
privilege  after  he  buys  anything  from  us  to  say  whether  or  not  it  is  worth  the  money, 
and  if  you  think  not,  fire  the  stuff  right  back  to  us  and  get  your  money  back  and  we  will 
pay  the  freight  one  way.  We  want  you  to  feel  as  safe  as  if  you  were  right  here  making 
a personal  examination.

We  have  produced  an  early  corn  that  is  a bigger  yielder  than  the  late  varieties  of  corn.  It  is  with- 
out a doubt  the  Sensational  Corn  of  the  age.  There  are  lots  of  varieties  of  early  corn  but  most  of 
them  do  not  yield  well  but  in  Blair  White  we  have  both  earliness  and  big  yield.  Our  customers  report 
that  they  are  getting  bigger  yields  of  Blair  White  than  of  any  other  variety,  planted  on  same  kinds  of 
soil  and  given  the  same  kind  of  cultivation  and  some  growers  started  to  husk  on  October  4th.  Can  you 
beat  it?  Almost  every  day  we  have  local  customers  tell  us  how  well  they  like  the  Blair  White  Com 
and  they  are  sorry  they  did  not  plant  their  whole  field  to  this  wonderful  early,  big  yielding  variety. 

During  the  last  eleven  years  we  have  had  four  years  of  soft  corn  but  the  Blair  White  got  ripe 
every  year  and  made  a big  crop.  Just  think  of  it,  eleven  years  of  solid  sound  feeding  corn  by  planting 
Blair  White  when  other  big  yielding  varieties  were  soft  four  years  out  of  the  eleven.  This  is  a record 
we  are  proud  of  for  we  introduced  and  improved  this  wonderful  variety  of  com.  No  matter  how  wet 
and  cold  the  season  has  been  Blair  White  has  matured  every  year  since  we  introduced  it  eleven  years 
ago.  We  have  not  said  much  about  it  for  we  wanted  to  be  sure  of  our  ground  but  now  we  know  where 
we  are  at  and  we  want  to  tell  the  corn  grovdng  world  about  it.  In  1915,  the  year  of  soft  corn,  when 
other  varieties  of  corn  yielded  30  to  50  bushels  of  soft,  mushy,  unmarketable  corn  per  acre,  Blair  White 
yielded  as  high  as  80  bushels  of  sound,  solid  corn  and  had  a germination  test  of  91%.  It  also  Out  Yields 
other  varieties  in  Extreme  Dry  years.  Everybody  remembers  the  dry  year  of  1918,  Lots  of  fields  of 
corn  made  from  five  to  ten  bushels  per  acre  and  our  Blair  White  grown  in  fields  adjoining,  yielded 
from  twenty- five  to  fifty  bushels.  It  is  the  corn  that  can  be  depended  on  every  year,  wet  or  dry,  hot 
or  cold,  on  any  kind  of  soil,  under  almost  any  condition,  to  yield  a maximum  crop  of  corn  and  that  is 
what  pays,  a big  crop  of  sound  solid  feeding  corn  from  an  acre. 

Blair  WTiite  Corn  does  better  on  poor  land  than  other  varieties  for  you  get  a nice  medium  sized 
ear  on  almost  every  stalk,  very  few  nubbins.  On  heavy  rich  soil  Blair  White  can  be  planted  thicker  than 
other  varieties  and  you  will  get  a good  sized  ear  on  almost  every  stalk.  It  adapts  itself  to  all  sections 
of  the  country.  North,  East,  South  and  West  and  all  conditions  and  kinds  of  soil. 

Can  be  planted  for  the  main  crop  or  vised  for  replanting.  Has  been  planted  as  late  as  the  last  of 
June  and  big  crops  of  matured  corn  have  been  reported.  It  is  truly  the  Most  Wonderful  Corn  we  have 
ever  had  and  our  customers  who  bought  a few  bushels  at  first  to  try  it,  are  now  planting  their  whole 
acreage  to  this  variety.

University  Corn  No.  3 — Not  a Show  Corn,  But  a Big  Yielding  Variety — Early 

University  Corn  No.  3 — 

This  variety  is  along-  the  line  of  our  Blair  White  except  it  is  yellow  in  color  and  ears  are  slightly 
tapering.  Ears  long  (10  to  14  inches).  Grain  not  very  deep.  Like  our  Blair  Wliite,  it  is  a 90-day 
variety,  stands  up  well,  a good  feeding  corn  and  a splendid  yielder  (some  growers  reporting  around 
75  bushels  per  acre).  As  you  probably  know,  lots  of  early  kinds  of  corn  don’t  yield  hea-vy,  but  Univer- 
sity No.  3 and  Blair  White  are  the  exceptions.  After  trying  out  University  No.  3 vdth  some  other 
varieties  of  yellow  corn  one  of  our  very  best  farmers  here  is  going  to  plant  most  of  his  acreage  to  Uni- 
versity No.  3. 

If  you  want  the  best  early  Yellow  Corn,  get  University  No.  3. 

The  University  of  Nebraska  started  to  develop  this  strain  of  corn  about  the  same  time  w'e  did  our 
Blair  "V^ite.  The  demand  for  a number  of  years  has  been  for  an  early  corn  but  still  a big  yielder.  We 
have  had  this  variety  for  a few  years  and  it  yields  very  heavy  and  matures  in  about  90  days. 

Some  farmers  don’t  like  White  corn  so  we  have  added  this  variety  to  our  list.  The  stalks  grow  a 
little  taller  than  the  Blair  White  but  stand  up  well  and  ears  are  just  about  the  right  height  from  the 
ground  to  make  it  nice  to  husk. 

If  you  want  a big  yielding,  early  yellow  corn  be  sure  and  get  this  variety.  It  is  not  a show  corn.
